few informative facts about 
the National Traffic System. Some amateurs 
seem to find it mysterious, in some ways- 
when in reality it is not. 


There are four different levels of nets 
encountered in NTS:(1) Local Nets (2) Sec- 
tion Nets (3) Region Nets & (4) Area Nets. 
These four levels operate daily in a time 
sequence which makes possible a definite 
flow of traffic from coast to, coacu, Our 
CN, a section net, sends a representative 
to the Fourth Region Net or 4RN. This sta- 
tion will attend the 4RN session, whether 
he, or she, has traffic or not....because 
there may be traffic coming back to North 
or South Carolina, which he will have to 
pick up and bring back to our CW, and SSB 
nets. The 4RN will assign two stations to 
attend the Eastern AREA Net or EAN. One 
station will be EAN/Rx or EAN Receive, and 
one will act as EAN/Tx or EAN Transmit.The 
receive station attends EAN to bring traf- 
fic back to a later session of 4RN and the 
EAN transmit station picks up traffic to 
various points on the 4RN, and carries it 
to the EAN. 


Thus the traffic flows throughout the NTS 
field organization on up to trunk line lev- 
els all over the country. 


This allows stations and operators to be- 
come professional message handlers that our 
local or national requirements may someday 


dictate. It provides a public service and 
a large amount of self - satisfaction. Try 
it sometime; once you're hooked, you will 
love it!
